It vaa aot aorml 
that tuo tithuanlan org8Dlaatioiia-<»VLIK and liB— which eouldB*t oat 
aloag with oua another orguiiaad separate contact channel a with Llthu- 
aaia. fhera ahould have bean one Lithuanian center (one person with 
a«ithorlty) which could direct all those ecotaeta and would be respon- 
aible for thes. 

The Anerlcans and British ware in favor of that and attanpted 
to organiaa auoh a center^ but the wrong tactics were chosen. It was 
sttaiOtad froB the beginning to put into actual practice the coopera- 
tion batwaan VLIK and LRS, and aftar that to think about the 
organisation of ^le center* This did not cobk sbovt. It would have 
been nneh »ora practical to organise such a center from the beginning 
and after that waa done to bring VLlK and LRS into the picture, naking 
up one Lithuanian front for contact with the booeland under direction 
of that eentar*

The aeocral obJeotlTe of the United States sad all Lithuaniana 
to return liberty to Llttauaaia demda sincere cooperation bets e en the 
Anericans and the Lithuanians. To soeon^iah thla^ esolvsive of purely 
poUtieal efforts, requires that: 

( 1 ) In that field, in ahich 1 had oeesaion to voiya short tine 
and in vhieh you vUl work la the future., the Anericans (lean on the 
strooflMt Lithuanian political orgaaiuction, and that sylntaln con* 
tact with occupied Lithuenia not ao nueh in their (Ansrieaas) mm but 
in the nans of that Lithuanian orgulsation* Such contaot could be the 
■oet effective in Lithuania. 

(2) Such an orgulsation could be VLIX. Bouever, for such a pur* 
pose, it would he necessary that the present-day VBIK reorgMiise itaelf 
and be c oy stronger and unite, if possible, all Llthuanlana in tha 
saidration. This is strictly a Lithuanian natter, but the Anerloans 
sbould also be Interested in it sad they should assist VUK to bs co n s 
strongsr. 



(3) Cooperetion with a reorganised VLIK would be useful to the 
Ansrieans for two reseoas: 

(a) VLIK has and vUl oootiaua to have contact with other 
nationals* organisations— Poles, Gemtne, Ukrainians, 

Balts. In these eootaete, it is possible to find infor- 
natloa useful even to an Anericsn Intelligence orguiisa*^ 
tioo. 

(b) VLIK will organize its own Nilitaxy Section to bring into 
the sctive resistance Lithuanians In the hcntlsnd and in 
the enigratloa, in the event of war. This natter should 
especially Interest the Ansrieens. 

(t) To sake agy future cooperation easier a single Lithuanian center 
should be orgsaised trm the beginning, which center should eosbine end 
direet all Lithuanians* contsote with the hoaeland. 

(^) This center ehouid he independent in its sphere of sotlvity* 

( 6 ) The Xoestioo of such a e«Bter should be as far as poealble fron 
VLIK and LBS. The United Statee would be best. 

(7) This center should have concentrated within it not only the nat- 
ter of eootset with the honsland but all natters ooneemed with porspara- 
tiODs for war, i.e«, the entire VLIK Militasy Seotion should also be here. 
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wh o — took woulA ho not only tQ pooport od onM Llthuo&ion i^rlolas 
oiOiaot tho HBootono la tithMonto la ovoat of war, hut oloo to fom 
i^itorjr ualto trm tltloioaloao aov la the Hoot which could oetlirtijr 
portlolpoto la tho war of lihortgr* fho Miloh taloroo# with Brltloh 
ooolotoaeo^ hart olroodf doao thlo work tbrouoh Gcaexal Aaioro’ otaff.

( 8 ) Tho ehalnm of VtlK oad Ito Mhero ohould be eoapletoly 
ooporatod frooi the aottor of eoBtoet vlth the country. 

(9) 80 VLIX llalooD —a whatooovor ore ateeoMry. 

lb OTiwiot tho aottor la ouch a anaaer aiy not be tooy, but It io 
pooolblo oad ottoapt ohould be ando to do 00. X think that whoa 00
